OPEN  MEETING  LAW— CHAP.  626,  ACTS,  1958 

Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town.  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.)

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  after 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  For  the  eighth  consecutive  year, 
the  chairmanships  were  divided  with  Mr.  Atwood  chosen  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selcetmen,  Mr.  Benevides  for  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Mr.  Torres  for  the  Board  of  Health. 
Miss  Marion  Walker  was  appointed  as  clerk  to  each  Board. 

Fifty  weekly  and  twenty  one  special  meetings  were  held 
with  twenty  absentees  on  sick  leave  or  vacations.  Several 
joint  meetings  were  held  with  the  other  Town  Boards  and 
Committees  to  discuss  and  resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have 
been  properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements 
completed  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regonal  and  State  level, 
where  and  when  convenient  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit  of 
experience  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Hearings  were  attended 
on  the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  projects  in  behalf 
of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointmnts  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors,  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerk’s  annual  report.  Annual 
reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Departments  as 
required  by  law  are  contained  in  this  1963  Town  Officer’s 
Report. 

All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included 
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in  the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 

The  business  of  administering  the  affairs  of  government 
is  everlastingly  increasing.  The  gradual  rise  in  cost  of  living 
requires  the  constant  consideration  for  higher  wages  and 
compensation  of  Town  employees  and  personnel  Likewise,  the 
higher  cost  of  materials  and  supplies  requires  added  dollars 
to  be  appropriated.  More  services  and  modified  programs  of 
all  Town  departments  are  requested  and  expected  by  the 
citizens.  The  complex  problem  of  government  finance  is  a 
universal  one  and  not  easily  solved.  All  Dighton  Town  Officials 
are  aware  of  this  growing  and  challenging  situation.  Tax 
dollars  are  the  only  source  of  meeting  the  Town's  obligations 
and  maintaining  our  financial  stability.  Dighton  is  in  good 
condition  and  fortunately  has  accomplished  many  of  the 
projects  which  face  other  communities.  However,  a  conserva¬ 
tive  and  economical  policy  should  be  continued  in  order  to 
retain  our  ability  to  meet  public  service  obligations. 

The  most  urgent  question  confronting  the  Town  is  the 
one  of  building  control  and  zoning  regulations.  The  Planning 
Board  is  to  present  an  article  on  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant, 
whereby  the  citizens  may  consider  the  adoption  of  suitable 
provisions  to  control  this  vitally  important  subject.  We  urge 
every  citizen  to  study  this  matter  and  give  it  your  most 
serious  consideration. 

The  State  legislature  has  enacted  mandatory  laws  related 
to  plumbing,  sanitation  and  gas  installation.  These  acts  impose 
added  responsibilities  on  local  officals  and  the  communities 
and  must  be  enforced,  which  increase  the  expenditures. 

The  major  undertaking  currently  existing  is  the  pro¬ 
cessing  of  application  for  Federal  grants  of  funds  to  construct 
a  new  Town  Office  Building  and  add  new  space  to  the  High¬ 
way  Garage.  The  Board  appointed  a  School  Needs  Study 
Committee  at  the  request  of  the  School  Committee.  This 
group  made  a  very  complete  study  of  the  facilities  and  future 
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needs.  This  report  is  published  herein.  The  finding  indicates 
that  under  normal  conditions  and  predictions,  the  Town  will 
be  able  to  cope  with  the  requirements  for  several  years  with 
present  facilities,  providing  the  Town  votes  to  authorize  the 
building  of  a  new  Town  Office. 

The  expansion  of  garage  space  is  urgently  needed.  The 
present  facility  is  inadequate  to  house  the  equipment  and 
supplies.  It  is  expected  that  50%  Federal  Grants  will  be 
available  to  undertake  these  projects. 

Likewise,  the  Board  has  initiated  action  together  with 
the  Town  of  Berkley  to  acquire  State  and  Federal  Funds  to 
construct  a  new  bridge  over  the  Taunton  River  to  replace 
the  present  structure. 

The  contract  for  repairing  the  present  bridge  is  being 
executed  and  this  work  will  enable  the  continuance  of  its 
use  until  a  new  one  can  be  completed.  The  reconstruction  of 
4700  feet  of  Williams  Street  is  scheduled  to  be  contracted 
for  early  sping  of  1964. 

We  are  ever  grateful  to  Town  Officials  and  employees  for 
their  continued  dedicated  efforts.  Also  to  the  various  State 
agencies  and  personnel  for  assistance  and  cooperation  in  related 
matters.

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30 
by  Stuart  Arnold,  Moderator,  March  11,  1963  at  Town  Hall. 

VOTED:  To  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  warrant. 

VOTED:  To  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  articles  and 
reference  to  them  be  made  by  number  and  content. 
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(2)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Kenneth  Holmes  that  the  reports 
of  the  Town  Officers  as  printed  and  published  in  the  1962 
Annual  Report  be  accepted. 

Mr.  Holmes  also  noted  that  all  financial  transactions  in 
the  1963  budget  have  been  approved  by  the  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee. 

Francis  Torres  and  William  Benevides  escorted  Helen  Lane 
into  the  auditorium  to  dedicate  the  Town  History  Book.  Clay¬ 
ton  Atwood  presented  Miss  Lane,  Town  Historian,  with  the 
first  copy  of  the  Town  History. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  On  Motion  made  by  Clayton 
Atwood  that  the  History  of  the  Town  of  Dighton  as  written 
by  Miss  Helen  H.  Lane,  Authoress,  and  published  by  the 
Town  be  accepted  and  established  as  an  official  Town  docu¬ 
ment,  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  transmit 
and  convey  1,000  copies  of  the  first  edition  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  who  shall  hereby  be  empowered  to  sell  same  for 
$5.00  each,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  shall  be 
held  in  reserve  for  future  appropriation  to  be  voted  by  the 
Town. 

(3)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Kenneth  Holmes  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  appoint  all  necessary  Town 
Officers  and  Committees  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  statute. 

(4)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Kenneth  Holmes  that  the  Town 
Treasurer  be  bonded  in  the  amount  of  $43,400,00  and  the 
Town  Collector  be  bonded  in  the  amount  of  $55,400.00  to 
satisfy  the  provisions  of  Section  35,  Chapter  41,  and  Section 
13,  Chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws. 

(5)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Robert  Roy  that  the  Town  raise 
and  appropriate  $56,976.08  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  costs 
of  the  Town's  share  of  the  capital  expenses  due  in  1963  of 
the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District. 

(6)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Robert  Roy  that  the  Town  raise 
and  appropriate  $137,752.55  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
costs  of  the  Town’s  share  of  the  operating  expenses  in  1963 
of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District. 
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(7)  VOTED:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sums  taking  up  each  budget  item  separately  by  item 
number.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  financial  report  and  statistics  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  is  submitted  to  give  a  complete  and  accurate  status 
of  the  various  categories  of  relief. 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  program  ren¬ 
dered  financial  assistance  to  9  cases  representing  5  adults  and 
21  children.  Total  expenditures  amounted  to  $12,317.65.  Town 
appropriation  of  $7,000.00  was  supplemented  by  the  sum  of 
$4,871.50  received  from  U.  S.  Grants.  The  amount  of  $479.89 
was  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Account  to  meet  the  deficit 
for  this  category  of  relief.  In  addition  to  reimbursement  from 
U.  S.  Grants,  the  sum  of  $2,845.73  was  reimbursed  by  the 
State.  Although  the  State  participates  in  reimbursement  for 
all  federally  matched  relief  programs,  and  presently,  for  un¬ 
settled  General  Relief  cases,  reimbursenment  received  from 
the  State  is  applied  to  the  Department  Revenue  Account  rather 
than  the  respective  category,  therefore  does  not  directly 
affect  accounts  for  which  reimbursement  is  received,  such  as 
the  U.  S.  Grants. 

Disability  Assistance  expenditures  amounted  to  $6,843.66 
for  aid  to  6  cases.  Town  appropriation  amounted  to  $3,000.00 
with  total  U.  S.  Grants  of  $2,273.00,  and  State  reimbursement 
in  the  amount  of  $2,589.89.  The  sum  of  $568.95  was  transferred 
to  meet  needs. 

General  Relief  expense  for  the  year  amounted  to  $5,842.- 
06  for  assistance  to  11  cases  representing  35  persons,  and  in 
addition,  the  sum  of  $312.86  was  paid  to  other  cities  and 
towns  for  aid  to  2  cases  having  legal  settlement  in  this  town, 
therefore  the  total  sum  of  $6,154.92  was  expended  in  this 
account.  Accounts  receivable  amounted  to  $3,873.82,  due  from 
other  cities  and  towns  where  legal  settlements  were  involved, 
therefore  net  expense  is  $2,281.10.  Chapter  726,  Acts  of  1963 
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repeals  or  amends  certain  sections  of  Chapter  117  of  the 
General  Laws  which  relate  to  legal  settlement  in  determining 
the  liability  of  a  city  or  town  for  General  Relief.  In  effect,  the 
Act  eliminates  legal  settlement  and  provides  for  State  reim¬ 
bursement  of  at  least  20%.  This  Act  becomes  effective  January 
1,  1964. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  expenditures  amounted 
to  $13,796.99  for  aid  to  16  cases.  Town  appropriation  of 
$12,000.00  was  far  in  excess  of  anticipated  needs  for  this 
category  due  to  the  fact  that  case  load  decreased  to  6  cases 
which  are  presently  active.  The  sum  of  $6,860.91  was  received 
from  the  U.  S.  Grants  with  State  reimbursement  of  $5,353.91. 
Town  appropriation  showed  a  substantial  balance  of  $4,630.12. 

Old  Age  Assistance  expenditures  amounted  to  $30,129.26 
for  assistance  to  28  cases.  Town  appropriation  amounted  to 
$18,000.00  supplemented  by  U.  S.  Grants  of  $15,719.70  and 
State  reimbursement  of  $10,435.03.  Town  appropriation  show¬ 
ed  a  balance  of  $3,806.59,  with  accounts  receivabe  due  from 
ohter  cities  and  towns  in  the  amount  of  $450.02.  Chapter  566, 
Acts  of  1963  repeals  legal  settlement  in  determining  the 
amount  of  reimbursement  to  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  to 
cities  and  towns  for  Old  Age  Assistance.  This  Act,  which  is 
effective  January  1,  1964,  also  increases  State  reimbursement 
to  70%  of  the  remainder,  after  Federal  reimbursement,  as 
compared  with  the  present  2/3. 

Public  Assistance  Administration  expenditures  amounted 
to  $8,405.97.  Reimbursement  from  U.  S.  Grants  amounted  to 
$5,962.02,  and  in  addition,  the  sum  of  $1,600.26  was  received 
from  the  State,  therefore  net  town  expense  was  $843.69. 
Town  appropriation  of  $3,600.00  showed  a  balance  of  $564.01 
due  to  the  fact  that  State  reimbursement  is  not  directly  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  account. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  District  #5,  and  the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  for 
assistance  in  performing  the  varied  social  and  fiscal  problems 
involved  in  the  administrative  procedures. 
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The  Taunton  Greyhound  Association,  Christmas  Fund’  of 
$500.00,  is  gratefully  acknowledged  by  this  department  and 
deeply  appreciated  by  the  recipients  of  this  gift. 

Thanks  are  extended  to  individuals  and  organizations  for 
gifts  and  clothing  donated  to  relief  recipients,  during  the  year.

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  Borad  of  Health  in  providing  health  and1  sanitation 
service  for  1963,  spent  $4,414.33,  which  is  $29.33  over  the 
amount  appropriated. 

During  the  past  year,  seventy-four  sanitation  permits  and 
thirty  new  construction  permits  were  issued.  All  necessary 
inspections  were  performed  by  Mr.  Leo  Duffy,  our  Sanitation 
Inspector. 

The  Board  of  Health  continued  its  Polio  program  as  out¬ 
lined  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  held  three  Polio 
Clinics  at  which  vaccine  was  available  to  all  chidren  under 
eighteen  yeras  of  age  and  residents  of  Dighton.  In  addition 
to  the  Polio  Clinics,  our  annual  immunization  and  pre-school 
clinics  were  also  held. 

On  May  26,  1963,  a  group  of  townspeople  sponsored 
a  testimonial  banquet  in  honor  of  Dr.  Charles  Souza  and 
Mrs.  Esther  Bowden  in  recognition  of  their  many  years 
of  devoted  and  dedicated  duty  as  Town  Doctor  and  Town 
Nurse  respectively.  A  scroll  was  presented  to  Dr.  Souza  and 
Mrs.  Bowden  on  behalf  of  the  Town  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  State  Department  of  Health,  Tuberculosis  Division, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Health  tested  a  group  of 
migratory  farm  workers  for  tuberculosis  and  arranged  a 
follow-up  X-Rays  for  all  positive  reactors.  At  this  time  we 
would  like  to  thank  the  many  farmers  for  their  cooperation 
on  this  project. 

Mrs.  Florence  Duffy  was  appointed  Town  Nurse  to  replace 
Mrs.  Esther  Bowden  who  is  on  a  leave  of  absence  due  to  ill¬ 
ness.

Following  the  year  of  the  May  to  November  celebration 
of  Dighton’s  250th  Anniversary,  the  year  1963  has  seemed 
uneventful.  Yet  certain  historical  projects  have  been  pushed 
toward  completion. 

First  was  the  printing  of  the  Town  History  and  the  first 
copies  offered  for  sale  immediately  after  the  Annual  March 
Town  Meeting. 

Second,  the  appointment  of  a  Memorial  Committee  by  vote 
of  the  town,  and  its  organization  with  monthly  meetings 
thereafter. 

Third,  a  beginning  of  the  restoration  of  the  oldest  town 
school  house  by  replacing  the  north  roof,  the  expense  borne 
by  the  Dighton  Historical  Society. 

Fourth,  a  small  group  from  the  Memorial  Committee  has 
assumed  the  task  of  mapping  the  old  cemeteries  of  the  town., 
giving  locations,  names  and  complete  inscriptions,  so  far 
as  they  can  be  read. 

Of  course  inquiries  about  old  Dighton  families  have  been 
answered.  Books  of  clippings  and  photographs  of  Dighton 
people  and  places  have  been  added  to.  The  book  of  photo¬ 
graphs  of  participants  in  the  wars  of  this  country  has  scarce¬ 
ly  been  started.  If  you  can  contribute  a  photograph,  please 
write  the  name,  date  and  anything  you  might  wish  to  add, 
and  leave  it  at  the  Town  Office  or  at  my  home.  Someone  seek¬ 
ing  information  in  2062,  may  be  very  happy  to  find  it. 

Also,  please  help  in  the  restoration  of  the  old  school  by 
giving  financial  aid  to  money-making  projects  instituted  by 
the  Dighton  Historical  Socety.

Gentlemen : 

Town  appropriation  of  $9,000.00  for  Veterans’  Benefits 
was  adequate  to  meet  the  requirements  in  this  department 
during  the  year,  and  showed  a  balance  of  $315.18. 

Assistance  was  granted  to  11  cases  representing  36  per¬ 
sons,  with  total  expenditures  of  $8,684.82,  which  includes 
administration  costs  of  $315.00. 

State  reimbursement  was  received  in  the  amount  of 
$4,731.04,  however  since  receipts  from  the  State  are  applied 
to  the  Departmental  Revenue  Account,  they  do  not  directly 
affect  the  town  appropriation.  In  determining  the  actual  ex¬ 
penses  to  the  town,  the  receipts  are  taken  into  consideration 
which  would  therefore  show  net  expense  of  $3,953.78  for 
benefits  to  veterans’  and  their  dependents.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Again  this  year,  the  activities  of  the  waters  of  the 
Harbor  of  Dighton  have  expanded.  From  Peter's  Point  to  the 
Somerset  line  is  almost  entirely  taken  up  by  small  boat 
moorings. 

Our  channel  is  silting  in,  and  is  shoaler  in  many  places 
than  the  chart  indicates. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  the  town  to  establish  a 
well  developed  launching  site,  as  many  of  our  townspeople 
own  and  use  trailored  boats. 

The  barge  on  State  property  opposite  our  main  anchorage, 
could  pose  quite  a  threat  to  property  in  our  town  if  it  should 
come  adrift  in  a  strong  southeast  high  water.  To  obliterate 
this  problem,  the  State  should  be  requested  to  properly 
secure  or  destroy  this  menace. 

We  have  instituted  a  biennial  inspection  of  all  moorings 
to  assure  a  safe  anchorage.

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton  and  over  Radio  Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  also  WPRO, 
Providnece,  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  at¬ 
tended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many 
pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are 
transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schols  in  Dighton.  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  Principals,  the  Music  Supervisors  and  the  School 
Nurse. 

Program 

The  modern  mathematics  program  has  been  introduced 
into  our  curriculum  this  year.  We  have  the  program  operating 
in  grades  four  and  seven.  Phases  of  the  program  have  been 
introduced  in  other  grades.  Teachers  have  been  studying  the 
new  program  with  Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith  the  elementary 
supervisor. 

At  the  junior  high  school  level  surveys  of  the  Enlis,h  social 
studies  and  science  programs  will  be  conducted  by  the  teach¬ 
ers  in  the  various  subjects  along  with  the  junior  high  school 
teachers  in  Berkley  and  Rehoboth.  Department  heads  at  the 
Regional  High  School  will  act  as  coordinators  in  this  survey. 

Latin  has  been  introduced  in  the  eighth  grade  on  a  trial 
basis.  A  studjent  taking  this  program  should  be  able  to  take 
a  second  language  during  his  first  year  in  high  school. 

The  pre-primary  class  at  the  elementary  school  was 
dropped  because  of  lack  of  room  when  it  became  necessary 
to  have  four  first  grades. 

Personnel 

Three  elementary  teachers  left  us  at  the  end  of  the  1962- 
63  school  year.  Mrs.  Mary  Fan  joy  left  to  be  at  home  and 
Mrs.  Susan  Sokoloff  left  to  be  with  her  husband  who  was 
transferred  to  Lynn.  Miss  Ann  Fitzsimmons  left  and  is  teach¬ 
ing  in  Taunton.  Miss  Stephanie  Rozowicz,  a  graduate  of  Lesley 
College  was  hired  to  replace  Mrs.  Sokoloff.  Miss  Jo-Anne 
Scaldini  who  took  education  courses  at  Harvard  replaced 
Mrs.  Fan  joy.  Miss  Janet  MacBeth  who  taught  at  Walnut  Hill 
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School  for  two  years  was  hired  to  teach  fifth  grade  in  Miss 
Fitzsimmons  place.  Mrs.  Mary  Dewey  of  Taunton  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  third  fifth  grade.  Miss  Roberta  Babbitt  the 
former  pre-primary  teacher  was  transferred  to  grade  one. 

At  the  Junior  High  School,  Mrs.  Eunisa  Wordell  returned 
to  teach  English  after  being  at  Apponequet  Regional  High 
School  for  a  year.  Mr.  Arthur  Kenyon  the  boys  physical  edu¬ 
cation  teacher  returned  to  study  at  Boston  University  and 
was  replaced'  by  Mr.  William  Horner  a  graduate  of  Barrington 
College. 

Mr.  Charles  Lincoln,  instrumental  music  teacher  left  to 
teach  in  Pembroke.  He  was  replaced  by  Mr.  David  Watson 
who  taught  in  Berkley  and  Rehoboth.  Mr.  Peter  Denison  was 
hired  as  a  full-time  speech  therapist  for  Union  #37.  He  now 
spends  approximately  two  days  per  week  in  Dighton. 

School  Plant 

During  the  past  year  the  exterior  of  both  schools  was 
painted.  It  was  also  necessary  to  build  a  small  generator  house 
at  the  Junior  High  School  and  the  generator  will  be  moved 
from  the  electrical  room  into  that  building  this  spring.  There 
were  many  other  minor  repairs  made  at  both  schools.  The 
janitors  at  the  Elementary  School  painted  some  of  the  desks 
and!  put  new  plastic  tops  on  them.  This  was  a  big  improvement 
to  the  appearance  of  the  building. 

This  year  we  hope  to  paint  the  interior  of  both  schools. 
The  Junior  High  School  will  have  to  be  repointed  in  several 
places  and  some  plaster  will  be  replaced  inside. 

Our  custodians  have  worked  hard  to  keep  our  buildings 
in  good  repair. 


Budget 

The  increases  in  the  budget  again  this  year  is  attributed 
to  salaries.  Some  of  the  increases  given  in  September  1963 
are  being  paid  for  this  year.  We  are  using  the  same  salary

schedule  that  we  adopted'  last  year,  and  there  will  be  no  raises 
except  for  the  normal  increments  in  the  teachers  salaries. 
The  custodians  will  receive  a  two  dollar  per  week  increase. 
Books  and  supply  figures  will  be  increased  due  to  increased 
enrollments  and  increased  costs.  Transportation  will  drop 
about  $1800.00  due  to  the  low  bid  by  the  Midway  Bus  Com¬ 
pany. 

The  overall  increase  in  the  budget  is  approximately  8%. 

Conclusion 

During  the  past  year  many  of  our  faculty  have  been  ill 
and  I  wish  to  commend  the  faculty  as  a  whole  for  the  way 
they  have  worked  to  make  up  for  these  absences.  I  also  wish 
to  thank  the  elementary  teachers  for  their  work  in  making 
our  new  arithmetic  program  a  success. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  principals,  custodians  and  cafeteria 
workers  for  their  cooperation. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
Dighton  who  provide  the  necessary  materials  to  enable  us  to 
have  a  good  educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
DIGHTON  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  the  principal 
of  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

Enrollment 

School  opened  this  September  with  a  membership  of  201 
students.  The  peak  enrollment  for  the  year  was  218  students. 
Current  enrollment  is  202. 

Curriculum 

The  realization  that  past  performances  are  not  enough 
to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  modern  world  has  brought 
together  educators  who  in  keeping  this  thought  uppermost 
in  their  minds  have  instituted  many  changes  in  teaching 
methods  and  subject  matter.  In  keeping  with  this  spirit  of 
progress,  we  have  adopted  the  S.  M.  S.  G.  modern  mathematics 
program.  The  objectives  of  this  program  are  (1)  to  get  a 
proper  balance  between  reasoning  and  drill  (2)  to  help  students 
understand'  the  structure  of  mathematics,  its  sequence  and 
order,  and  (3)  to  prepare  them  for  the  next  steps  in  mathe¬ 
matical  learning. 

In  a  meeting  of  the  superintendent  with  principals  of 
Union  37,  and  the  principal  of  the  regional  high  school,  it  was 
decided  that  a  language  program  should  begin  at  the  junior 
high  school  level.  After  several  meetings  and  much  dis¬ 
cussion,  it  was  decided  that  Latin  shuold  be  introduced  to  a 
group  of  high  ability  students.  Th  eprogram  thus  far  has 
proved  successful  and  extremely  worth-while. 

In  an  attempt  to  strengthen  reading  skills,  we  have 
adopted  the  S.  R.  A.  Reading  Laboratories  and  have  integrated 
them  into  our  reading  program.  This  is  multi-level  reading 
concept  and  is  designed  to  increase  the  student’s  reading 
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comprehension,  and  retention,  accelerates  the  student’s  ability 
to  perceive  main  ideas  and  separate  them  from  un-important 
incidentals. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  administration  to  keep  the 
Dighton  schools  in  “tune  with  the  times”  and  to  provide  each 
student  with  the  best  educational  opportunities  available. 

Guidance 

For  the  first  time,  a  trained  guidance  teacher  was  made 
available  to  the  students  to  assist  them  toward  their  educa¬ 
tional  and  vocational  objectives. 

A  comprehensive  testing  service  is  conducted  in  psycho¬ 
logical  and  achievement  testing  areas.  Individual  testing  is 
provided  whenever  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  services  provided  within  our  school 
system,  outside  community  agencies  are  utilized  when  we  feel 
this  would  be  beneficial. 

Extra-Curricula  Activities 

Athletics  Our  boys  participate  in  a  comprehensive  athletic 
program  which  includes  basketball,  baseball,  touch-footbal, 
track,  cross-country.  Games  are  schedued  with  schools  from 
neighboring  communities  in  basketball  and  baseball.  In  an 
effort  to  give  all  of  the  boys  an  opportunity  to  participate, 
a  program  of  intra-mural  events  is  provided. 

The  girls  of  our  school  participate  in  an  athletic  program 
which  includes  basketball  and  softball.  These  are  played  with 
other  schools  as  well  as  in  an  intra-mural  program. 

Other  extra-curricula  activities  include  glee  club,  band, 
science  fair,  year  book,  literature  club,  art  club  and  cheer¬ 
leaders.  These  activities  give  the  student  a  chance  to  work 
with  his  fellow  students  in  some  experience. 

Miscellany 

Our  building  provides  a  challenge  to  our  maintenance 
staff  who  are  more  than  equal  to  the  task.  Our  custodians  are 
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to  be  commended  for  their  co-operative  attitude  to  the  many 
demands  made  of  them.

The  students,  thanks  to  the  cafeteria  staff,  are  provided 
a  well-planned  and  well-balanced  meal  daily.  An  “A”  type  meal 
is  provided  with  the  co-operation  of  the  National  School 
Lunch  Program. 

This  report  of  progress  and  any  future  progress  is  made 
because  of  the  complete  co-operation  of  a  fine  faculty.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  them  for  their  devotion 
to  their  profession  and  their  high  professional  ideals. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincerest  thanks  to  you, 
and  to  the  school  committee  for  their  interest  and  complete 
co-operation.  I  would  like  also  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
the  citizens  of  the  community  who  have  always  lent  their 
support  and  understanding  of  our  program.  Certainly,  a  con¬ 
tinuation  of  this  co-operative  climate  will  serve  to  help  our 
staff  to  better  serve  the  educational  needs  of  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

Herewith  is  submitted  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
vising  Principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment 

Our  opening  enrollment  as  of  September  was  455.  This 
year  because  of  the  increased  enrollment  in  grade  one  it  was 
necessary  to  have  four  first  grade  classes.  There  are  at  present 
three  classes  in  each  of  the  grades  from  grade  two  through 
grade  five.  The  Opportunity  Class  is  also  housed!  here  at  our 
school. 

Curriculum 

The  new  School  Mathematics  Study  Group  (S.M.S.G.) 
mathematics  was  introduced  in  Grade  IV  with  every  student 
in  the  grade  participating  in  the  program.  Pupils  in  grade 
four  and  grade  five  are  grouped  homogenously  for  math 
instruction  with  a  rotating  teacher  strengthening  the  pro¬ 
gram  at  both  grade  levels.  All  other  grades  are  following  the 
newly  completed  Arithmetic  Course  of  Study  and  in  addition 
some  of  the  new  math  is  being  taught  in  each  of  these  classes. 
Currently  all  faculty  members  and  the  principal  are  taking 
the  new  math  course  being  conducted  by  Miss  Dorothy  Beck¬ 
with  the  Elementary  School  Supervisor. 

The  new  Language  Arts  course  of  study  is  being  used 
through  out  the  school  in  all  grades.  A  careful  analysis  of  the 
program  will  continue  with  special  emphasis  placed  on  the 
strong  points  and  the  weaknesses  weeded  out.  Here  again  in 
grades  four  and  five  the  ability  grouping  in  reading  is  being 
used!  with  the  rotating  teacher  working  with  both  grades  to 
broaden  and  upgrade  the  reading  curriculum. 

The  physical  education  classes  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Maureen  Shanahan  and  Mr.  William  Horner  are  sched- 
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uled  weekly  with  the  above  physical  education  instructors. 
The  program  is  being  received  with  much  enthusiasm  by  the 
students.

b.  Pupil-teacher  conferences 

c.  Parent-teacher  conferences 

d.  Parent  and  school  administrator  conferences 

2.  Achievenment  Testing  Program — all  grades 

Opportunity  Class 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  sponsors 
the  Opportunity  Class  which  operates  to  provide  special  in¬ 
struction  for  pupils  who  need  individual  instruction.  Pupils  are 
provided  the  opportunity  to  attend  regular  classes  in  certain 
subject  areas  when  they  have  attained  a  specific  degree  of 
success  in  that  particular  subject.  We  are  happy  to  welcome 
back  Mrs.  Anne  M.  Phillips  who  has  returned  to  her  duties 
after  a  leave  of  absence. 

Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic 

The  expanded  Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Peter  Denison,  Speech  Therapist,  meets  on 
Monday  P.  M.  and  Thursday  A.  M.  with  the  total  time  spent 
in  therapy  just  barely  exceeding  one  full  school  day.  In  addi¬ 
tion  Mr.  Denison  has  spent  some  Wednesday  afternoons  doing 
intelligence  testing.  His  case  load  is  fairly  high,  totaling  more 
than  twenty  children  receiving  therapy  once  or  twice  weekly 
with  several  others  receiving  help  at  less  frequent  intervals. 
The  fact  that  a  child  who  really  needs  help  can  be  seen  twice 
a  week  has  defintely  improved  the  efficiency  of  this  program. 

Cafeteria 

Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt,  cafeteria  manager,  and  her 
assistants  prepare  a  tasty  well  balanced  meal  for  the  students 
of  both  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School  and  the  Dighton 
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Elementary  School.  Participation  in  the  lunch  program  is 
made  possible  through  the  Naitonal  School  Lunch  Program. 

Maintenance 

The  responsibility  of  the  maintenance  of  our  school  is  in 
the  capable  hands  of  Mr.  Antone  Costa  head  custodian,  and 
Mr.  Frank  Rogers,  a  competent  assistant.  The  school  is  kept 
in  excellent  repair  because  of  their  interest  and  cooperative 
efforts. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities 

1.  Open  House  and  Tea — American  Education  Week. 

Much  was  gained  by  having  parents  observe  class 
periods  during  a  regular  school  day.  Parents  were  particularly 
interested)  in  observing  the  new  math  classes. 

2.  Parent-Teacher  Conference. 

The  evening  session  for  the  Parent-Teacher  Con¬ 
ferences  proved  to  be  most  successful  to  both  parents  and 
teachers.  Parents  had  an  opportunity  to  inspect  student 
folders  and  to  discuss  with  teachers  student  progress  and 
report  card  marks. 

3.  Room  Mothers. 

Our  Room  Mothers  have  been  most  helpful  in  assisting 
with  the  social  activities  of  the  school.  They  help  to  establish 
a  closer  relationship  between  the  school  and  the  home.  We 
are  deeply  appreciative  of  this  service. 

4.  Monitors. 

Successful  group  work  requires  leadership.  Pupils 
learn  to  lead  only  by  leading  and  it  is  most  important  that 
pupil  leadership  be  used  in  areas  where  pupils  may  legitimate¬ 
ly  lead.  Certain  responsibilities  that  are  part  of  the  school 
program  become  the  function  of  the  monitor. 

Appreciation 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  most  sincere 
thanks  to  Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the 
Dighton  School  Committee,  the  Dighton  Town  Officials,  the

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Director  of  Music  Educa¬ 
tion  for  the  schools  in  Dighton. 

The  major  undertaking  of  the  professional  music  staff 
outside  the  classroom  activity  has  been  the  start  of  a  school 
music  guide  which  will  aid  our  class  room  teachers  and  super¬ 
visors  in  presenting  music  to  our  school  children. 

In  the  spring  of  1963  two  meetings  were  conducted  for 
the  elementary  classroom  teachers  to  acquaint  them  with 
philosophy,  objectives,  standards  and  methods  of  a  music 
program.  The  first  sections  of  the  guide  were  distributed, 
discussion  was  conducted  and  understandings  reached.  These 
initial  sessions  emphasized  the  singing  and  music  reading 
programs.  Additional  sessons  this  coming  year  will  stress 
creative  aspects,  rhythms  and  instruments,  and  listening. 

It  should,  perhaps,  be  emphasized  that  the  need  for 
strengthening  our  general  music  program  became  obvious 
when  our  young  people  reached  high  school  not  equipped  to 
read  music  or  do  adequate  part-singing.  Such  a  lack  of  ability 
limited  the  scope  of  program  possible  in  the  high  school.  This 
condition  was  not  the  result  of  indifference  or  inefficiency  of 
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either  previous  administration  or  classroom  teachers  how¬ 
ever,  rather  it  indicates  a  change  in  the  overall  approach  to 
music  education.  This  is  a  change  in  basic  philosophy  regard¬ 
ing  the  function  of  music  in  the  school.  (Such  changes  in 
thinking  have  influenced  other  phases  of  teaching  especially 
mathematics,  reading,  languages  and  science.) 

For  school  purposes  the  emphasis  now  being  made  is  that 
MUSIC  IS  A  DISCIPLINE.  It  has  a  body  of  knowledge,  and 
skills  or  abilities  which  can  and  may  be  acquired.  It  is  not 
a  peripheral  course  a  repository  for  juvenile  delinquents  nor 
an  extra-curricula  activity  in  terms  of  effort  needed  to  master 
the  subject.  The  development  of  music  skill  either  individually 
or  in  groups  requires  as  much  time  as  does  the  development 
of  individual  athletic  prowess  and/or  varsity  teams.  There  are 
no  shortcuts  in  music  education.  To  a  certain  extent  all  of  our 
children  in  school  are  expected  to  use  their  singing  voices 
effectively,  they  should  be  able  to  translate  the  music  page 
into  musical  sound,  and  they  should  be  able  to  write  musically 
that  which  they  hear.  This  does  not  mean  that  they  will 
become  professional  musicians  any  more  than  we  expect  the 
student  of  math  to  become  a  professional  mathematician.  It 
does  mean  that  he  should  acquire  understandings  which  may 
make  him  a  better  all-round  citizen.  It  is  a  child’s  right  to 
expect  this  accomplishment. 

At  the  Dighton  Elementary  School  the  elementary  music 
supervisor  has  the  responsibility  of  presenting  two  programs. 
Usually  these  are  given  in  the  winter  and  spring.  Because  of 
the  growth  in  elementary  school  population  it  has  become 
necessary  to  adjust  the  mechanics  of  such  programs.  In  the 
past  all  school  children  have  been  expected  to  be  a  part  of 
both  programs.  Parents  in  attendance  at  these  programs  have 
stretched  the  seating  capacity  and  the  fire  regulations.  It  is 
anticipated  that  future  programs  will  involve  only  half  of 
the  classes  for  each  program.  In  a  two-year  cycle  che  child 
will  have  opportunity  to  participate  in  both  winter  and  spring 
concerts  but  not  usually  in  the  same  grade.  This  should  make 
for  more  effective  public  programs  when  we  demonstrate 
what  has  been  learned  in  school  music. 
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At  the  junior  high  school  the  general  music  program 
has  been  broadened  this  year  to  include  the  listening  to 
important  masterworks,  the  study  of  composers  and  the  com- 
positino  of  original  musical  works  as  classroom  activity  in 
addtion  to  the  overall  singing  and  theroetical  aspects.  Our 
Junior  High  School  Glee  Club  continues  singing  effectively. 
Their  graduates  make  an  especially  significant  contribution  in 
the  development  of  the  high  school  choral  groups. 

Beginning  this  year  Mr.  Watson,  our  instrumental  super¬ 
visor,  has  placed  special  emphasis  on  the  development  of  an 
independent  elementary  school  band.  The  success  of  his  efforts 
was  obvious  at  the  Christmas  program.  The  Junior  High 
School  Band  has  grown  in  numbers  and  instrumentation 
enabling  that  group  to  be  exposed  to  music  of  lasting  value 
with  a  satisfying  result. 

Progress  in  music  is  not  made  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
(Sometimes  it  seems  non-existent.)  Reviewing  the  three  years 
I  have  been  with  the  Dighton  schools  I  see  marked  progress  in 
the  ability  and  achievements  of  our  children  in  terms  of  what 
they  are  able  to  understand  and  accomplish.  There  is  room 
still  for  much  improvement.  We  cannot  afford  to  be  complacent 
either  as  parents  or  teachers.  Our  most  precious  possessions 
are  our  children. 

In  closing  I  should  like  to  express  again  my  appreciation 
to  you,  Mr.  Roy,  to  Dr.  Borges  of  the  Elementary  School,  and 
to  Mr.  Aleixio  of  the  Junior  High  School.  We  have  always 
been  received  with  courtesy,  kindness,  patience  and  under¬ 
standing.  It  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Esther  Bowden,  R.N.,  who  is  on  sick 
leave,  I  submit  the  annual  report  for  Dighton  Elementary  and 
Dighton  Junior  High  Schools. 

Physical  Examinations — 268  pupils  in  grades  1-4-7  and 
pupils  participating  in  competitive  sports  were  examined  by 
Dr.  Charles  Souza.  The  parents  of  42  pupils  were  advised  to 
seek  further  professional  treatment. 

Vision  and  Hearing  Tests — 384  pupils  were  given  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Vision  Test  with  the  new  Titmus  Optical  Tester. 
The  parents  of  10  pupils  who  failed  were  notified.  The  Maico 
audiometer  was  used  to  test  145  pupils.  The  parents  of  3 
pupils  who  failed  were  notified. 

Immunization  Clinics — 1616  doses  of  Sabin  Oral  Polio  Vaccine 
were  given  to  the  students  of  both  schools.  Type  I  January 
22  and  23.  Type  II  -  March  12  and  13.  Type  III  -  May  14  and 
15.  D.P.T.  (Diptheria,  pertussis  and  tetanus)  and  D.T.  in¬ 
jections  were  given  by  Dr.  Souza  March  22,  April  18  and  May 
17  to  88  pupils  in  preprimary,  Grades  1  and;  6.  Smallpox 
vaccinations  were  given  to  19  pre-school  children  on  May  17. 

Illness  in  School.  Between  January  and  June,  657  pupils  at 
the  Dighton  Elementary  reported  ill  to  the  Health  room  while 
I  was  on  duty.  40  pupils  were  sent  home  and  14  were  referred 
to  their  family  physician  for  immediate  treatment.  I  made  18 
visits  to  the  Junior  High  for  illness.  5  pupils  were  referred 
for  medical  treatment. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  faculty  of  both  schools  for  their 
cooperation  in  carrying  out  the  health  program.

DIGHTON  SCHOOLS  FACULTY— DECEMBER  31,  1963 
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SCHOOL  NEEDS  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  School  Needs  Study  Committee  has  held  a  series  of 
meetings  to  determine  the  needs  of  the  town  in  regard  to  its 
schools. 

First  action  taken  by  the  committee  was  to  hear  a  report 
of  the  present  facilities  and  to  study  the  projected  enrollment 
figures  as  presented  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Com¬ 
mission. 

A  survey  of  all  pre-school  children  currently  residing 
within  the  town  was  undertaken  to  determine,  as  closely  as 
possible,  the  number  of  children  who  would  enter  in  each  of 
the  next  six  years. 

The  results  of  this  survey  were  as  follows :  Class  entering 
in  1964—95;  1965—86;  1966—85;  1967—88;  1968—76.  There 
were  65  in  the  following  year’s  class  at  the  end  of  10  months 
of  this  year. 

These  figures  would  indicate  that  there  would  be  four 
first  grades  entering  the  elementary  school  next  September 
which  would  fill  each  classroom.  This  year  there  is  one  class¬ 
room  not  utilized  as  a  home  room. 

In  the  succeeding  years,  barring  any  unforeseen  popula¬ 
tion  explosion,  there  would  be  enough  students  to  fill  three 
rooms  per  grade  without  overcrowding  the  33  limit  which 
is  now  the  policy  of  the  Dighton  School  Committee. 

Dighton  Junior  High  School  has  adequate  space  to  ac¬ 
comodate  grades  six,  seven  and  eight  for  at  least  the  next 
four  years. 

A  major  consideration  in  the  committee’s  figuring  is 
the  possible  construction  of  a  town  office  building,  under  the 
Federal  Redevelopment  Act,  which  would  release  three  more 
classrooms  to  the  school  department. 

Home  construction  this  year,  according  to  figures  available 
in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  continuing  at  a 
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normal  pace.  This,  then,  would  not  cause  any  radical  change 
in  population  figures. 

A  recommendation  of  the  committee  is  the  removal  of 
the  Civil  Defense  headquarters  from  the  Junior  High  School, 
thereby  releasing  more  space  to  the  school.  If  total  removal 
is  not  possible,  it  would  seem  wise  to  remove  immediately  such 
potentially  dangerous  materials  as  oxygen,  alcohol,  and  other 
hospital  drugs  from  the  school  premises. 

With  possible  town  office  construction  being  considered, 
it  would  appear  that,  provided  such  construction  is  carried 
out,  the  school  department  could  eventually  switch  to  a  four 
grade  elementary  school,  four  grade  middle  school  type  of 
administration  without  undue  difficulty. 

However,  since  these  points  remain  questionable  at  this 
time,  the  committee  recommends  that  this  report  be  accepted 
as  a  report  of  progress,  and  the  committee  remain  intact  for 
an  indefinite  period. 

If  said  plans  fail  to  materialize,  further  planning  might 
become  necessary  within  the  next  calendar  year. 

Nevertheless,  any  construction  of  schools  at  this  time 
appears  to  be  unnecessary.  If,  in  the  future,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  build,  the  town  would  be  that  much  closer  to  the 
maturity  of  the  bonds  on  the  elementary  school,  and  the 
yearly  interest  payments  on  the  Dighton  Rehoboth  Regional 
High  School  would  be  decreasing.  The  town  would  therefore, 
be  in  a  better  financial  position  to  handle  such  construction.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  has  now 
been  open  three  years  and  we  are  moving  into  our  fourth 
year.  The  present  senior  class  will  have  attended  the  school 
four  years  when  it  is  graduated  in  June.  This  year  we  are 
able  to  offer  the  complete  program  as  planned  when  we 
opened  the  school. 

ENROLLMENT 

As  of  October  1,  1963  the  total  enrollment  in  the  school 
was  715  pupils.  We  have  an  enrollment  of  649  in  the  academic 
school  and  66  in  the  vocational  school.  At  present  we  have 
58  tuition  students  from  Berkley  with  the  majority  of  these 
students  in  grades  9  and  10.  Last  spring  the  Seekonk  School 
Committee  asked  us  if  we  would  take  70  of  their  sophomores 
in  September  as  they  could  no  longer  go  to  East  Providence 
High  School.  We  accepted  these  students  and  along  with 
three  others  enrolled  previously  we  have  73  students  on  a 
tuition  basis  from  Seekonk. 

Seekonk  is  working  on  plans  for  a  new  high  school  and 
expects  to  have  one  in  1965.  As  the  Seekonk  pupils  leave  at 
that  time  we  will  be  feeling  the  increase  in  numbers  from 
Dighton  and  Rehoboth  so  that  no  great  change  should  take 
place  in  the  school  program. 

FINANCES 

The  total  increase  in  the  operating  budget  is  $50,531.00. 
However,  due  to  increased  tuition  costs  and  other  reimburse¬ 
ments  the  net  increase  is  $6,445.00.  This  increase  is  less  than 
1  %%  and  is  not  in  line  with  the  increase  in  budgets  of  other 
towns  and  districts  where  the  increases  range  from  4%  low 
to  16%  high. 
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It  should  be  pointed  out  that  according  to  the  Regional 
District  Agreement,  tuition  receipts  are  to  be  used  to  reduce 
the  assessment  to  the  member  towns.  It  should  be  further 
pointed  out  that  when  these  tuition  pupils  leave  there  will  be 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  District  budget  as  not  all  the 
increase  in  the  budget  this  year  was  due  to  taking  in  the 
Seekonk  pupils.  We  would  have  had  to  have  at  least  three  new 
teachers  and  repair  costs  will  probably  increase  as  the  build¬ 
ing  grows  older. 

To  date  the  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  pleased 
that  they  have  been  able  to  operate  the  school  with  no  great 
increase  in  the  assessments  to  the  member  towns. 


FACULTY 

We  lost  some  of  the  best  members  of  our  faculty  last 
June  for  various  reasons.  Mr.  Derek  Little,  boys  physical 
education  teacher  and  Mr.  Ralph  Wadsworth,  head  of  the 
English  Department  both  went  to  Glastonbury,  Connecticut  as 
supervisors  in  the  respective  fields.  Mrs.  Helena  Kennedy, 
head  of  the  commercial  department  and  an  outstanding 
teacher  and  advisor,  chose  to  retire.  Mr.  George  Fairbanks, 
head  of  the  mathematics  and  science  departments  left  to 
teach  in  Weston,  Massachusetts.  Others  who  left  were  Mr. 
James  O’Donnell  to  teach  in  Boylston,  Mr.  Edward  Galvin  to 
teach  in  Attleboro  and  Mr.  Warren  Brightman  to  teach  in 
Fall  River.  Mr.  Charles  Lincoln,  part-time  instrumental  music 
teacher  left  to  teach  in  Pembroke. 

Mr.  Clifford  Wood  a  member  of  the  faculty,  was  made 
head  of  the  English  Department.  Mr.  Richard  Dias  and  Mr. 
Leo  Wontkowski  were  made  senior  teachers  in  the  science 
and  mathematics  departments  respectivly.  Other  teachers 
hired  were  Mr.  James  Rennick,  head  of  the  Commercial  De¬ 
partment.  He  formerly  taught  in  Barrington,  Rhode  Island. 
Mr.  Barry  Bird  of  Providence  College,  Miss  Janice  Dovner  of 
the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Miss  Ethel  Fraga  of  Stone- 
hill  College,  Mr.  Peter  Nord  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater, 
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and  Janice  Wojcik  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  were 
all  brought  into  the  English  Department.  Mr.  Ronald  Crane 
a  graduate  of  Bryant  College  was  added  to  the  commercial 
department.  Mr.  James  Owens  of  Rhode  Island  College  was 
made  a  part-time  industrial  arts  teacher.  Mr.  Donald  Ruggeri 
a  graduate  of  Springfield  College  assumed  the  duties  of  boys 
physical  education  instructor.  Mr.  Theodore  Lippold  of 
Oberlin  College,  Mr.  Wallace  Wood  of  State  College  at  Bridge- 
water  and  Mr.  Raymond  McDonald  who  formerly  taught  in 
New  Bedford  were  added  to  the  science  and  mathematics 
departments.  Mr.  David  Watson  who  had  taught  in  Berkley 
and  Rehoboth  is  the  new  instrumental  music  instructor. 
Mr.  Russell  Latham,  Special  Class  teacher  at  Palmer  River 
School  in  Rehoboth  was  transferred  to  the  high  school  to 
teach  the  older  members  of  the  special  classes  in  the  district. 

Although  we  lost  some  good  teachers  we  have  been 
fortunate  in  replacing  them  with  some  outstanding,  young, 
ambitious  people. 


PROGRAM 

We  are  still  maintaining  the  excellent  program  of  studies 
that  we  started  with  in  our  first  year.  The  school  is  a  very 
busy  place  every  school  day  from  7 :30  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  Many 
educational  and  social  activities  take  place  after  school  hours. 

The  program  for  those  in  need  of  special  education  that 
has  been  started  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  These  people 
formerly  left  school  and  now  will  be  able  to  better  round  out 
their  educational  and  social  background  with  from  one  to 
three  years  in  high  school. 

We  are  also  planning  to  offer  adult  evening  courses  again 
and  hope  the  response  is  good  from  the  townspeople. 

We  have  money  in  the  budget  to  start  a  summer  school 
program  and  may  be  able  to  offer  some  courses  in  the  summer 
of  1964. 
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MAINTENANCE 

Our  buildings  have  been  kept  in  good  repair  by  Mr. 
Howell  Carr,  head  custodian  and  his  very  able  staff.  The 
interior  of  the  building  was  for  the  most  part  planned  without 
painting  by  the  contractor.  The  custodians  as  part  of  their 
summer  program  have  painted  about  50%  of  the  building. 
We  have  also  filled  in  the  traffic  island  near  the  parking  lot 
and  cleared  the  brush  around  the  pond.  This  pond  will  be 
dragged  and  enlarged  primarily  for  fire  protection  and  second¬ 
ly  for  skating.  The  grounds  have  been  maintained  and  some 
of  the  drainage  problems  that  arose  have  been  taken  care  of. 

We  owe  a  great  deal  of  thanks  to  this  staff  for  their  loyal 
interest  in  the  plant. 

CONCLUSION 

No  report  would  be  complete  without  mentioning  our 
cafeteria.  Mrs.  Ella  Jones  and  her  staff  still  produce  meals 
and  gain  student  participation  that  is  the  envy  of  most  other 
schools  in  the  area.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  this  opera¬ 
tion  is  entirely  self  supporting. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington, 
Mr.  Charles  F.  Day,  Mr.  Francis  Lussier  and  Mr.  Francis 
Vitale,  the  able  administrators  of  this  school,  for  their  co¬ 
operation  over  the  past  year.  On  behalf  of  the  Regional 
School  Committee  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Dighton 
and  Rehoboth  for  their  support  and  invite  them  to  visit  a 
school  they  should  be  proud  to  share  with  others.
